This is the result of the Austin-Kleiner plan of ap­ 
portionment. 


It is said in defense of the plan that it was neces­ 
sitated by the U. S. Supreme Court’s rule of one-man, 
one-vote. In other words that legislative districts must 
be composed of equal population. 


There can be no quarrel with this principle of one- 
man. one-vote, it states a basic concept completely com­ 
patible with democratic government, although thei-e 
are situations in the formula of representation t hat 
might well be considered as a factor in apportionment.

And there cannot be an exactitude in equal appor­ 
tionment of population to legislative districts, nor is th^^t 
necessary under the law nor under common sense. Pop­ 
ulation keeps changing. The Austin-Kleiner apportion­ 
ment plan, however. ^11 be the law for tho next 10 
years. 


Ri^'^'ard Austin and A. Robert Kleiner were m^m- 
ben of the Legislative Apportionment Commission (4 
Demoermta, 4 Republicans) created by th e Michigan

adopted another apportionment plan but when the U. S. 
Supreme Court deoreed one-man, one-vote in 1964 the 
Michigan Supreme Court ruled the Hrst plan invalid 
aaid gave the commission two days to hustle up a new 
one.
